“On this Friday morning Moscow awoke to find 
that the military also had taken precautions during 
the night. The artillery, which had been kept out 
of sight, was posted in the squares and in command- 
ing positions on streets, and the troops, who had not 
been in evidence, were seen to be in force. 

“Tt had been the plan of the revolutionaries to 
capture the Douma or City Council, and then in the 
name of the City Government to take control of the 
Imperial Bank. Their purpose was to give them- 
selves standing as a Government, and provide funds 
for carrying on their operations. 

“The artillery was not used any more than could 
be helped out of consideration for the property’ of 
the city. It would be employed only against a bar- 
ricade immediately in front or against a house that 
harbored the fighters. The fighting continued for 
eight days and nights. On Dec. 24 and 25 the boom- 
ing of the cannon was incessant, and few in the city 
had any sleep. We were in our houses, and could 
only judge of-the progress of the battle by the sound 
of the guns. When one could do nothing except 'sit 
still and listen these were terrifying. If there would 
be a lull for a few moments, and people would’ be 
sitting back or lying back trying to get a little rest, 
they would be brought up to attention again. by the 
next thunder of the guns, such was ‘the tense state 
of the nerves of those who were concerned in this 
terrible time. 

‘The only time when any one could venture out 
with safety was.in the hours. from 7 unti/}9 in ‘the 
morning.

the strongest passion of the Japanese mind, the 
pride of patriotism. 

It is also a great and powerful preacher of 
morality, not as we should understand the mission 
in the West, by representing plays where the real 
morals are unimpeachable and the crimes only those 
which the ever-present young person may behold 
and condemn without a blush. On the contrary, 
the classic drama of Japan deals with the terrific sit- 
uations in which real men and women have occasion¢ 
ally found themselves, from the time of the Patri- 
archs until to-day, and it treats them with ferocious 
frankness. Its claims to be a moral force lie in 
the fact that the execution of poetical justice is one 
of its canons, and that the real sinners—the base, 
the selfish, the treacherous—always reap the dis- 
honor which is considered the heaviest punishment 
of their deeds. Nor is any juggling with established 
principles allowed to cloud the judgment of the audi- 
ence as to motive and action. On certain subjects 
the rights*and wrongs are not those of the West; 
the questions of honor, masculine and feminine, rest 
on different, though equally strong, bases; life, one’s 
own or that of another, has not the sacredness with 
which our institutions have invested it in their 
eagerness to protect the individual. Assassination 
and suicide may be shown as necessary and noble 
acts: a Japanese heroine may sacrifice her honor 
for a high and unselfish purpose and receive no 
condemnation thereby—but she must instantly take 
her own life if dishonor, unconnected with such mo- 
tives, threaten her. When all the story ts told, we 
find that the Japan:e play has been pleading the 
ause of courage, loyalty, purity of heart and mo- 
tive; that it has shown us once more how hideous 
selfishness and treachery can be: and we shall ad- 
mit that the theatrical ethics—like the Japanese 
scale of music—cover the same ground as our own, 
although the intermediate divisions do not coincide 
with ours. 


+ + + 


The drama proper has never been patronized by 
the aristocratic society in Japan. I have scarcely 
met a member of it who will confess to having visited 
even the Kabuki Theatre, which represents the best 
and highest in the old dramatic art. The absten- 
tion is a sacrifice to the contempt in which this form 
of amusement is still held at Court. The Emperor, 
indeed, with his usual broadmindedness, wished to 
remove this ban, and accorded to Danjiro and his 
troupe the honor of acting before him. The play 
chosen for the occasion was “ Terakoya,” a very 
pathetie story of student life, as far as I have been 


able to gather (the thing happened twenty-six years 


ago, and dear Danjiro is dead.) What no one has 
forgotten is that His Majesty was pleased to com- 
mend the performance very highly, and that the 
Empress wept freely at the touching situations. 
But even this vindication has not been strong enough 
to break down the old prejudtce, and. no Prince or 
Princess has ever set foot inside a theatre. In the 
feudal times it was considered to have a debasing 
influence, and any Samurai convicted of having 
visited a theatre was fined by his Over-Lord to the 
extent of a month's pay. Players here, as in the 
early days of Europe, were looked upon as vaga- 
bonds and outcasts, unworthy to enjoy the same 
civil rights as cther citizens. The Japanese authori- 
ties so far supervised their morals as to forbid men 
and women to act together, but this was as much 
for the sake of the public as for that of the actors 
themselves.

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“No” represents in Japanese ritual very much the 
element of the ancient. ‘‘ Mystery” in Europe, and 
certainly has an enthralling interest of its own; but 
the mass of the people care little for it. They fol- 
low the more moving popular drama with frank 
delight. To them their favorite actors are idols 
and heroes, adored in life and honored in death. 
When Danjiro died, the whole city turned out to 
give him a public funeral as magnificent as could be 
accorded to a great conqueror or statesman. The 
second anniversary of his death came around the 
other day and was celebrated by a week of memorial 
performances at his old theatre, the Kabukiza; his 
old comrades excelled themselves to do honor to 
the dead master, and his two daughters, beautiful 
and accomplished girls, aupeared every day in some 
wonderful dances. Their announcement of this fact 
had a charming touch of humility and filial piety in 
it. They explained that although it was unusual 
for women to perform in a theatre, and although 
they were quite unworthy to do so, yet they had 
overcome their timidity in order to offer this tribute 
to the memory of their father. Therefore they 
hoped the public would kindly overlook their short- 
comings and attend the performances.

The female costume, with its 
sweeping drapertes, hides the feet and limbs, which 
might injure the illusion; the Japanese women are 
built on slim, straight lines, and their lithe outline 
is easily reproduced by the male actors; the marvel 
of the likeness ‘» therefore not so much in appear- 
ance as in gesture, voice, and expression, all of 
which are rendered with a fidelity leaving no room 
for the denials of reason, The most successful actor 
of female parts to-day—since Danjiro and the elder 
Kikugoro are gone—is, perhaps, Baiko, although 
Shikan runs him very close. The perfection of the 
illusion is hardly shown in the photographs, taken 
necessarily at short range and shorn of the aids of 
stage light and setting. Baiko appears to live in 
his art, as well as for it; every woman he meets 
seems to be teaching him something of the work- 
ings of the feminine mind. In ordinary life he is a 
simple, quiet young fellow, without any effeminacy 
of manner or personality; in his acting he seems to 
reveal to women the innermost complications of 
their own hearts and temperaments, and is pretty 
enough to be—hated. 

Shikan, Batko’s rival, takes endless trouble about 
each detail of make-up and costume. There is some- 
thing humorously pathetic in his supremacy in these 
matters over his devoted little wife, who serves him 
with slavish devotion, and looks upon all that con- 
cerns him as her only reason for being alive. Con- 
demned to use in her own dress the dull browns 
and grays of married life, she revels in the superb 
brocades, the cloth-of-gold shot with peacock hues, 
the sa 
dresses which compose her lord’s wardrobe. Faith- 


tins and embroideries and jewelled head- 





ful little brown mate, she hovers over his gorgeous 
raiment, and humbly tries to satisfy his endless 
fastidious requirements, takes his orders as to the 
tying of a sash or the planting of a hair-pin—abdi- 
cates her very womanhood to minister to the per- 
fect womanliness of his art. Is anything impossible 
to a Japanese wife?.

The late Kikugoro was an adept at these trans- 
formations I did not see him in the character of 
Maseoka, the nurse of the heir to the Lord of Sendai, 
but I am told that the terror of the moment when 
the devoted woman, detecting the poison prepared 
for her princely charge, resolves to sacrifice her 
own son in his stead, was so thrilling that none 
who saw can ever forget it. Kikugoro’s cast of 
face, earnest, strong, melancholy, made such serious 
parts well adapted to him, especially in his later 
days. He was an expert in all bodily exercises, and 
exceedingly graceful in his movements. The old 
photographer lady who took his portrait as the 
“fairy woman” in “ The Robe of Feathers” told me, 
between a laugh and a sigh, that the taking of that 
photograph was a most terrible business. ‘‘I should

legs?” “I cannot tell you,” she replied; 
everything was ready for the camera they were 
gone. But, ah, the arranging of those gauzes was 
a job. Kikugoro San made such a ‘ yakamashi’ 
(fuss) about it—but he was satisfied when he saw 
the picture.” 

“ Here,” she went on, “is one of him in foreign 
dress, getting ready to go up in the captive balloon!”

of artists? “All the great ones are here,” she re- 
plied, “| know nothing of people who do not be- 
long to the Kabukiza."”"

The exponents of the other doctrine have but few 


stars to set against such a constellation, nor such 
renowned authors to write their plays. True, the 
work for the classic stage can be fairly original in 
treatment, but must always turn on the old plots. 
The playwrights, who are permanently engaged and 
form part of the staff of the establishment, cast 
and recast the ancient stories, adapting them to the 
actor of the moment. Thus the warrior Kagekio 
is the central figure of some twenty plays, six of 
which are being acted in different Tokio theatres at 
this moment. He was a Taira hero, and one of the 
episodes of his career is so subtle and so Japanese 
that it is worth describing. The scene is in Kioto, 
where the opposite party, the Gén, are supreme for 
the moment. Kagekio, hunted and pursued, takes 
refuge in the house of his mistress, Akoya, who is 
a public singer. No sooner has she concealed him 
than the Gén soldiers break in and command her 
to give him up. On her refusal, she is tortured 
in various terrible ways to make her reveal his 
hiding place, but the faithful woman is mute, and 
her will never wavers. 

Then comes the great Judge, Shigetada, the Solo- 
mon of Japan. He bids her tormentors desist, and 
says that he knows a better method of obtaining the 
desired information from Akoya. He commands her 
to bring her koto and play for him her favorite 
air. Wondering, she obeys: and as she plays, the 
music thrills her with its sensuous sweetness, her 
tears rain down, her fortitude is put to a far greater 
test than that inflicted by the physical tortures she 
has undergone. The Judge watches her with a kindly 
smile, knowing that he will prevail. She feels her- 
self breaking down, the agony of her mind shows 
in her countenance. Then Kagekio, who, from his 
hiding place, had watched her other tortures un- 
moved, rushes out, crying that she shall not endure 
this awful suffering for his sake, and gives him- 
self up to his enemies. The whole scene furnishes 
a curious study in Japanese psychology. 

+ + + 

From the use of all this splendid material the 
new school is practically debarred by its axiom that 
the theatre should show the life of to-day. Yet it 
was at the Hongo theatré, the fortress of the “ mod- 
erns,” that Othello was produced. The play was 
given in its entirety, the only alteration being in the 
scene, which was laidin Japan. It was enthusiastically 
received. So also have been some dramatizations of 
popular novels arranged by Mr. Matsui Shoyo, the 
daring young writer who leads the new movement. He 
is perhaps best known through a play written around 
the incidents of the war, the scenes being laid in 
Korea. The work is fragmentary in construction, 
consisting of very slightly connected scenes, en- 
hanced by such varied and expensive settings as 
few European managers would consent to produce, 
There is a naval battle, if you please; a land en- 
gagement, a hospital ward, a Korean palace of great 
splendor, a most exquisite lake surrounded by forest, 
and, finally, a torchlight procession of all the politi- 
cal dignitaries, including Marquis Ito and the Em- 
peror of Korea. The author told me, with a sigh, 
that the censorship had interfered and bereaved 
hin of these splendid personages, but still the play 
had gone well—“ it had run for twenty-five nights.” 

“What!” I cried; “ you call that a good run?” 

“Oh, yes,” was the reply, “ three weeks Is the best 
that a successful play usually has. After that our 
people want a new one.” 

I began to understand why the position of play- 
wright to a theatre is an all-the-year-round job. 

Seldom can it be possible to bestow as much la- 
bor on these short-lived productions as was given 
to this particular play. It was called “The First 
Report of the War,” and embodied the patriotic 
enthusiasms of the moment when nothing seemed 
too splendid for Japanese achievement, too ferocious 
or abominable as the action of the enemy. Kawa- 
kami, the husband of Sada Yakko, and the founder 
of the Hongo modern school, went over to Korea at 
the time of Marquis Ito’s visit (1904). to study 
scenery and costumes on the spot. The mounting 
of the piece cost 10,000 yen, (£1,000.) It is char- 
acteristic of the national love of formal regulations 
that this sum should have-been fixed as the maxt- 
mum which may be spent on any one production, 
8,000 yen being always devoted to the costumes. 
The salaries of the actors are not included in the 
outlay. The sum seems gmall when we consider 
that the first scene of Shoyo’s play represents two 
Russian battleships pursued and destroyed by the 
“Japanese Fleet.” 

++ + 

The engagement is witnessed from the windows of 
the Japanese Consulate in Siul, where a band of 
Japanese ladies, headed by the Consul's wife, are 
making bandages for the hospital, receiving mean- 
while many charming compliments from Mr. Lee, 
the British Consul, who is evidently having a very 
good time among the pretty volunteers. They seem 
to have nothing to do with the story except to ap- 
pear as ministering angels, tending their own and 
the enemy’s wounded with equal solicitude. In this 
first scene a Japanese officer, Colonel Togo, comes 
to take his leave, having been ordered to the front; 
and Madame Kato, the Consul’s wife, performs ‘the 
miracle of borrowing from Mr. Lee a “ British hospi- 
tal ship,” which is lying around handy, and goes 
out in it to pick up the Russian sailors whose ves- 
sels have just been sunk. 

Scene II. is the hospital ward, where the pretty 
ladies are nursing the Russian wounded, who are 
shedding floods of grateful tears. One of the nurses, 
who has been in Russia, talks to the men about their 
parents, wives and children, and it is clear that these 
fortunate wounded will become ardent Japanese sup- 
porters Here ends the whole business treated of 
in the first two scenes, except that Colonel Togo 
reappears, as the secondary hero, later. 

The third scene opens the real play, and is highly 
picturesque. It is laid in the inner courtyard of the 
palace inhabited by the Chief Official or Magistrate 
of Wiju, every detail of architecture and decora- 
tion being absolutely correct. A number of “ idle 
Korean vagabonds” are hanging about in the hope 
of obtaining some post in the administration. They 
sit on the steps in the sun, smoking their long pipes 
and gossipping about the Magistrate’s private life. 
This is apparently none too regular, and in some 
respects matches his position, for he has usurped 
the local throne by deposing the late Magistrate, and 
has stolen from the unfortunate heir not only his 
father’s post, but his beautiful mistress as well. 
The situation where a usurper can “ depose "’ a pub- 
lic official and deprive his son of acknowledged heri- 
tage of administration is truly Korean.

His law stud- 
ies finished, he returned to 
Nérac and was admitted to 
the bar. At Nérac he prac- 
ticed law, became Mayor at 
the age of 30, married Mlle.

What does it all mean? The European Govern- 
ments—and, from all indications, the American Gov- 
ernment—think they know only too well what it 
means. They expect an awakening in China com- 
pared with which the effect of the awakening of 
Japan on the world will be as nothing. It is a mat- 
ter of arithmetic. The population of Japan is about 
00,000,000. That of China is between 400,000,000 and 
700,000,000, 

It means Asfa for the Asiatics—the end of Occi- 
dental conquest and control, the end of policies 
grab and aggression. In the not very distant 
it may mean a new dominant civilization. 

The Lu-Chiin, or new Chinese army, as distinct 
from the old inefficient provincial bodies, now con- 
sists of six divisions completely organized, two 
divisions nearing completion, and two provincial 
divisions being formed. By the end of the present 
year the army will consist of at least ten divisions, 
each of 12,000 men Nothing is being forgotten. 
There is a General Staff, an Army Council, a Staff 
College, and a school for Princes and nobles who in- 
tend to enter the imperial army. Everything is be- 
ing done with quite as much thoroughness as Japan 
ever displayed. 

That China. will use her great army for purposes 
of defense alone and not for.aggression is hoped 
and believed. It Is o1 when they have become in- 
furiated that the Chinese have dis zyed anti-for- 
feeling. Those who know the Chinese know 
that they cannot be forced to appear friendly when 
they appear otherwise. During the manoeuvres the 
heartiness and geniality which the foreigners en- 
countered on all hands were as spontaneous as they 
were marked.

The bottom 
and sides of the skirt, all but the train, 
to be trimmed with an eight-inch 
flounce of point appliqué, headed by a 
quadruple box ruching of net; this ruch- 
ing at the sides where it ends curls around 
toward the front and then in again, taper- 
ing to a point at the end, . 

The top is cut round In the back and in 
a V in the front to show the high collar 
and guimpe of finely tucked net over chif- 
fon. An eight inch flounce of point ap- 
plique, each edge being finished in points, 
is laid on to form fichu effect and ex- 
tends out over the sleeves in epaulet ef- 
fects. The left side of the flounce crosses 
over at the bust line, and extends down 
toward the left side. It is drawn in toa 
point two inches in width at the waist 
line, and then flaring out ends in a single 
scarf end at the top of the lace flounce 
bordering the robe, the end being draped 
up with orange blossoms to the left side. 
Trails of orange blossoms and buds ex- 
tend the whole length of the fichu and a 
sash effect on the bodice; they are put on 
about two inches from the upper edge, 
but down the draped sash end they are 
caught in the centre. 

The sleeves are long, the tops are high, 
rather wide puffs of the satin, and from 
the elbows down almost tight. At 
the bottom are cuffs of point applique 
lace laid over chiffon, and these, while 
close around the wrists, flare at the top, 
a reversed ruffle effect beimg given. The 
veil will be of ret, with a border of point 
applique, and there will be a short face 
veil to match; both will be held in place 
by a chaplet of orange blossoms.
